Railroads, Extending In All Directions From Terre Haute, 
Have Been Great Aid In Industrial Development of GN 


НЕ RAILROADS serving Terre 

Haute are one of the city's 
most importagt industries and 
have contributed much throughout 
the years to, the romantic history 
as well as material growth and 
development of the community. 

Since the middle of the last cen- 
tury, the expanding railroad facili- 
ties have aided in the steady 
growth of Terre Haute from a 
rural. center to an important in- 
dustrial center. Today the four 
railroads which served the urban 


center  »rovide а substantial 
amount of the total employment, 
have a sizable annual payroll, and 
contribute large amounts in taxes, 
niuch of which goes to help sup- 
port the school systems of Terre 
Haute and Vigo county. 

Coal has* played an important 
part in the history of the city, lo- 
cated as it is in a great coal min- 
ing region. The development of 
these coa) fields owes much to 
the railroad facilities of Terre 
Haute. A first attempt to ship

coal by flatboat. in 1838 failed 
when the weight of the coal sank 
the vessel. In the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, however, 
the expansion of railroad facilities 
made large-scale production pos- 
sible in the coai mines of this 
region. New tactories were erected 
throughout Terre Haute, with low 
fuel costs as a chief attraction. 
The ~: excellent transportation 
facilities provided by the rails 
stretching out in all directions 
have played a vital part in the

other diversified industries of: this 
region and supply ап. excellent 
reason why new industries, should 
be attracted here in coming years. 

It is Terre Haute's good fortune 
to have available the facilities of 
four major railroads: The Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois; the: Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific; 
the New York Central, and ‘the

| Freight service is, of course, а 
| vital part of the railroad's traffic. 
j Much of the food we eat, clothing 
we use and other products come 
in on the many trains arriving in 
Terre Haute daily. Industry gets 
raw materials and supplies through 
the freight cars pulling on the 
sidings alongside Terre Haute 
factories and plants. Conversely, 
products made by Terre Haute 
workers are started on their way 
to points throughout the nation 
and to many foreign lands via the 
freight trains loaded in various 
parts of the metropolitan area 
daily. 

The importance of the railroads 
to Terre Haute has been more than 
the service bringing products and 
passengers into and out of the 
city, however. The size of the rail- 
roads' local establishments has 
grown with the development of this 
area as an important freight inter- 
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change point between the various 
roads. 
Impressive Contributions. 


The figures relating to the con- 
tribution of the railroads to the 
community are impressive. Almost 
2,100 employes are on their local 
payrolls. They receive a total of 
$7,367,200 in wages and salaries 
throughout the year.^Almost 300 
miles of trackage in the Terre 
Haute region supply the needs of 
the people and industry of the 
area. 

The railroads make a substantial 
contribution to tax revenues used 
for local schools and other com- 
munity needs each year. Local 
revenues are swelled by $334,670 
annually from this source. 


Early in its history, railroads 
came to Terre Haute, which en- 
joyed a strategic location on the 
Wabash River. One of the first was

That first effort was costly, but! 
the railroad helped open the middle; 
west to commerce and civilization, ! 
played a major role in the trans-| 
portation of troops and supplies} 
during the Civil War, and spurred į 
Terre Haute to grow to its present | 
eminence. 

The first train from Evansville 
was operated by the Evansville | 
and Crawfordsville Railroad, later 
absorbed by the C.&E.I. Locomo- 
tives of that era were woodburn- 
ers. Frequent stops had to made 
along the line to refuel with cord- 
wood purchased from local farm- 
ers. Coaches were rickety by to- 
day's standards. Made entirely 
of wood with gas lamps for light 
and a  woodburning stove for 
warmth, the coaches were con- 
stantly filled with soot and cinders 
from the balloon-stacked engine. 

Another of the pioneer railroads 
which helped build Terre Haute to | 
its present importance was the 
Terre Haute and Richmond Rail- 
road Company, which later was to ! 
become an important part of the: 
Pennsylvania Railroad system. £ 
Organized in 1947, the line fromt 
Terre Haute to Indianapolis was; 
opened in 1852. Later, in 1870, it 
was extended westward to St.i 
Louis. ! 
Terre Haute citizens have played? 


an important part in the develop- 
ment of this line. Chauncey Rose, 
one of the city's most illustrious 
citizens, was president of the orig- 
inal company. The successor road, 
the Terre Haute and Indianapolis, 
was headed by another famed 


Terre Hautean, Willam R. Mc- 
Keen. 

The two other lines have also 
played their part in making possi- 
ble the development of the com- 
munity. The Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago & St. Louis Railroad, 
known as The Big Four, is part 
of the widespread New York Cen- 
tral System. The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, St. Paul and Pacific Rail- 
road's line serving Terre Haute 
is one of “Тһе Milwaukee Road’s” 
famed system reaching to the West 
Coast.
